KILLED AT KIRKWOOD. 


A JEALOUS SUITOR ATTACKS HIS RIVAL 
AND IS SHOT DEAD. 


An Evening Courting Ends ina Tragedy— A 
Scuffie and Then a Shot’’—The Girl Tells 
Her Thrilling Experience. 


(By Bicycle.) 

The quiet little town of Kirkwood was treat- 
ed with a Sunday evening tragedy last night 
that had some elements of romance in 
it. at least there figured a_agiri, 
ajealous lover and a successful rival. The 
scene of the affair lay at the boarding-house of 
P. Hurley, at the corner ot Madison and 
Webster avenues, one block south of the 
railroad depot. One of the domestics was 
Miss Katie Hill, a modest young woman of 22. 
Although not particularly pretty, she was 
so fortunate as to possess two beaux, 
named Frank Bauer and Peter Rob- 
ertson. The former was a coachman, 
aged 29, and was employed at the residence of 
Mr Warner, a mile east of the town. Robert- 
son is a carpenter and plied his trade in Kirk- 
wood. 

Sunday night being the time for his gallan - 
tries, Robertson, who boarded at Hurley’s, 
started out with Miss Hill about 8:30 o’clock 
tor a walk. They passed out of the back door 
and were walking toward the rear gate when 
suddenly Bauer stepped out of the 
door behind them, crept stealthily 


towards the couple and 
denly grasping Robertson by 
shoulders threw him down. 

took hold of Bauer 

him off his rival, dragged him away a 

et, in order to let Robertson call 
for aid. But Bauer broke loose and rushed 
back with an oath. 

THERE WAS A SCUFFLE 

for a few moments and then a pistol shot was 
heard. The girl had fled into the house, but, 
at the sound of the firing, led an excited party 
of women to the scene, where Bauer lay dead 
on the ground. 

Miss Hill, the innocent canse of the killing, 
was seen to-day by a POST- DISPATCH reporter, 
who mare the distance there, fourteen miles, 
on bicycle. The young woman 
was aot 8 discomposed at the 
thought of the bloody event of a few hours be- 
fore and made her statement so coolly as 
to cause the suspicion that she scarcely real- 
ized the gravity ofthe deed thathad consigned 
one suitor to the grave and another to the 
prison cell. She intelligently recited the his- 
tory of the affair as follows:

I didn’t see any ofthe last of the 
fight and don't know how it was going when 
Buuer was killed.“

Robertson?’’ 

He told me once that if he ever 
caught Robertson hanging around me he 
would kill him.’’ 

‘*Did you tell Robertson this to put him on 
his guard?“ 

No, and I don’t think Robertson knew that 
his life had been threatened.’’ 

Had you ever indicated a preference for

Jou never had rejected Bauer and thus 
caused bis jealousy?“ 

No; nothing of that kind at all. The men 
had not been on good terms for some time.’’ 
SELF-DEFENSE. 

An attempt was made by the reporter to hold 
an interview with Robertson, but the jailer 
had left the ricke old me 
building doing duty as a jail, forso long atime 
to get his dinner, that the interview had to be

In the midst of a number of questions nearly 
all of which he refused to

He also asserted that he had acted 
throughout in self-defense. When asked just 
how he shot Bauer, this cry came from the 
dell: Why must you say I shot him at all?“ 

Both men bore good reputations for quiet- 
— and except when under the influence 

liquor, Bauer was seldom given 
— quarreling. The dead man was a German, 
29 years years of age, and had lived some time 
in Kirkwood.

A COSTLY CONFLAGRBATION. 


Destruction of the New, Grand Theater in 
Loutsville—Business Houses Scorched. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 7.—At 8:80 o’clock 
this morning fire was discovered in that por- 
tion of the new Grand Theater being the stage. 
The canvas and oil of the scene and stage set- 
tings burned flercely, and in five minutes after 
the discovery of the fire the entire stage was 
blazing furionsly. 
the engines that responded were unable to do 
anything toward extinguishing the conflagra- 
tion, which, by this time, covered all of the 
middle of the block between Third and 
Fourth, Jefferson and Green streets. A second 
alarm was turned in, but the entire theater 
was then on fire and resisted the greatest 
efforte of the firemen. The blaze spread to 
the rear of the saloons fronting on Green and 
Jefferson streets, and at daybreak the entire 
center of the square was a gilow- 
ing mass of red-hot metal and Diazing 
wood. Enotgh engines were by this time on 
the spot and the firemen directed their efforts 
to stopping the spread of the flames. The 
block was occupied by Joseph Camozzi, Poke 
& Hughes, Brinkworth’s restaurant, J. R. 
Gotel’s lottery office and the Kentucky School 
of Medicine. The theater was in the rear of 
these. All the interior of the Grand Theater, 
the rear of the building occupied by the Ken 
tucky School of Medicine, the restaurant on 
Green street,the rear of Denunzio’s fruit store 
and the barber shop on Jefferson street were 
burned out and serious damage 
was done to the other stores on 
both Green and Jefferson streets. 
The theater was leased to the Whalion Brothers 
about four years ago, and was one of the finest 
in the West or South. The block was valued 
at $100,000, and isa complete loss, the Green 
street front, which was occupied by the Medi 
cal College, being all that remains standing. 
It is presumed the whole property wasinsured, 
but at this hour (5a. m.) it is impossible to 
discover where or for how much. At5o’clock 
the flames broke out with renewed vigor in 
the Medical College building and at the. Jeffer- 
son street side of the theater. The roofs of all 


the burned structures have fallen in and the 
block is threatened with destruction.

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A FIERY HORROR. 


EIGHT PERSONS SMOTHERED AND BUBNED 
TO DEATH IN A TENEMENT, 


The Fatal Blaze on South Canal Street, Chi- 
cago—Two Families Perish—Death in a 
Coal Mine—A Fatal Explosion—Drowned 
While Fishing. 


OCuIcaco, June 17,—Eight persons were 

smothered and burned to deathinthe frame 

houses at 731 and 733 South Canal street this 

morning, The names of the dead are as fol- 

lows: Michael Murphy, aged 40 years, em- 

ployed by the South Division Railway Com- 

pany; Mra. Michael Murphy, aged about 35 
years; Annie Murphy, 9 years old; Nellie 
Murphy, II years old; Mrs. Mary Durkin, aged 
30 years; Patsy Lavin, aged (years; ason of 
Mrs. Mary Durkin, John Durkin, 3 weeks old; 
William Hand, aged 68 years, abuteher. The 
fire broke out in the cellar of 733 Canal street. 
The flames shot upward and quickly burned 
through the first floor, which is on a level 
with the ground. Shooting upward, the next 
floor was soon ablaze. The fire spread 

through the wooden walls of the basement 
and No. 781 was soon wrapped in flames, which 
enveloped the adjoining number. Both houses 
were filled with smoke before any of the oc- 
cupants were aroused.

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LIMITING LAND HOLDINGS, 

Talmage in his Sunday discourse on 
“Monopoly and Communism” predicted 
thatthe time will surely come when the 
possession of landed property in this 
country will be limited by fundamental 
law. The growing disposition to limit the 
acquisition of land was manifested very 
significantly in the Senate lgst week dur- 
ing the debate on the bill subjecting rail- 
road land grants to local faxation. Sena- 
tor Hoar offered an amendment providing 
that railroad lands sold for taxes should 
never be acquired in larger parcels than 
640 acres, nor be purchasable by any person 
or corporation already owing that amount. 
In opposing the application of this 
forfeitable condition perpetually to 
the title of a particular body of 
lands, Senato® Evarts, Senator GEORGE 
and others took occasion to inti- 
mate the importance of some general 
and universally applied law to prevent the 
aggregation of lands and to insure their 
distribution in limited holdings. A great 
deal was said about the evils of land mo- 
nopoly and land in mortmain, and Senator 
GEORGE said these evils should at least ad- 
monish Congress to retrace its footsteps 
and exert all its constitutional powers in 
the restoration to the public domain of all 
that is reclaimable of the 179,000,000 acres 
we have given in mortmain to corpora- 
tions. The wayto dothis is plain and 
open. A declaration of forfeiture in the 
case of every land grant where the road 
was not built as provided for in the grant 
will do the business. Against every such 
act of forfeiture and re-entry the Supreme 
Court will fully protect the railroad title 
to every acre earned according to law, 
and only the lawfully reclaimable lands 
will be reclaimed by such acts of Con- 


gress.

Grant fought to enforce the 
autherity of a rich, powerful and popular 
Ge ernment against a revolt in the inter - 


demned by the whole world. He had at 
his command resources and armies supe- 
rior to the enemy’s, and he used them 
well and successfully. Gen. WASHINGTON 
staked life and fortune as the leader of 
the rebellion of a few feeble colonies 
against the most powerful Govern- 
ment on earth.

THE FARMER ANDTHE RAILROAD. 

About a week ago the Chicago Tribune 
made in its editorial columnsthe following 
statement, of which there has been no re- 
traction or denial : 

A receiver in this city yesterday forwarded 
toashbipper in Nebraska just five cents per 
bushei as his share on a consignmesnt of corn. 
The property had been sold in store here at 27 
cents per bushel, 22 of which went to pay rail- 
road cost of transportation, the storage and 
commisgsion. In guother case this week the 
Nebraske shipper received the magnificent 
sum of §26,50, being the whole amount coming 
to him from the sale of a carload of some 550 
bushels of corn, the raliroad freight on whiob 
to this city was $147.50, The average of charges 
on these two parcels was five times, end the 
warehouse charges alone one quarter, the sum 
remitted to the country shipper of the corn. 

In one of these oases the railroad re- 
ceived 26 9-11 cents per bushel for carrying 
the corn, and the Nebraska shipper found 
only 498-11 cents per bushel left for him 
out ot the price the corn brought in Chi- 
cago. How much of this he gave the 
Nebraska farmer for raising, gathering, 
shelling and hauling the corn to the sta- 
tion, we have no means of knowing. But 
we do know that 6 cents per bushel will 
not pay for gathering, shelling’and haul- 
ing corn tos railroad station after it has 
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to raise 1,100 bushels on thirty acres. Sup- 
posing that be saved half to feed his fam- 
fly and work-horses through another crop- 
ping season, and shipped the other half 
himself, we find that for all the labor of 
gathering, hauling, shelling and shipping 
the other half he received only $26.50, and 
nothing for the labor and cost of raising 
it; nothing for the rent of fifteen acres of 
land. 

This shows how the railroad manager 
sometimes kills the goose that lays his 
golden eggs. The farmer who gets less 
than actual cost for his crop has no money 
to spend for goods or utensils, and no 
encouragement to raise and ship more 
crops. 

The railroads in this case were all of 
them land-grant roads, built at the public 
cost for a public service and given to 
managers who are making them earn 
dividends and interest on a fictitious and 
fraudulent capitalization of bonds and 
watered stocks. They took five busbels 
of the farmer’s corn in Chicago for deliv- 
ering one bushel there for him. They 
charged him as much for hauling his corn 
from Nebraska to Chicago as it costs to 
ship the same corn from Chicago by rail 
to New York and thence to Liverpool. 
And yet we are told that the West will be 
wronged and ruined by any cempulsory 
law setting a reasonable limit to railroad 
capitalization, charges and earnings.

Tux outcome of the Cleveland Conven- 
tion of Knights of Labor was a disappoint- 
ment to the order and to its outside welf- 
wishers, the great majority of the public 
at large.

COMTE DE PARIS. 


THE BILL EXPELLING PRINCES OF VARIOUS 
MONARCHIES FROM FRANCE. 


Origin of the Movement—The Services of the 
Comte de Paris, the Duc de Chartres and 
the Prince de Joinville in the Union Army 
During the Late BRebellion—A Kind Mes- 
sage from American Army Officers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 

New Tonk, June 7.—A bill is now before the 
French Chamber of Deputies providing for the 
expulsion of the Princes of the various mon- 
archial and imperial families living in France. 
The measure was fathered by Clemenceau, the 
Radical leader, and, with some modifications, 
has been adopted bythe Freycinet Govern- 
ment as its oon. The bill empowers the Gov- 
ernment to prohibit all members of the fami- 
lies which formerly reigned in France from re- 
maining within the country under a penalty of 
five years’ imprisonment. The Minister of the 
Interior is to inform the ostracised of the pro- 
hibition against them by issuing a de- 
cree commanding them todepart. In sub- 
mitting the bill the Government announced 
its readiness to give immediate effect 
tothe expulsion. The preamble says that 
when the Republic abrogated former decrees, 
it was believed the Princes would respect 
these institutions, On the contrary, however, 
they had seized upon every chance to do in- 
jury to the Republic. The time had arrived, 
therefore, to put an end to the schemes of the 
Princes. The discussion over the matter had 
its immediate origin jn the recent marriag® of 
the Princess Amelie, daughter of the Comte 
de Paris, to the Crown Prince of Portugal. 
This union has been construed by the more 
radical Republicans as an important move of 
the Comte de Paris toward a repetition of his 
father’s practical usurpation of the throne of 
France fifty-six years ago. The Comte, by the 
recent death of the Comte de Chambord, isnow 
the recognized head of both the Orleans and 


Bourbon families in France. The Committee 
of the French Chamber by a vote of six to five 
has adopted the proposal forthe general and 
compulsory expulsion of the Princes, but, by 
a vote ot nine to two, decided to postpone 
discussion of the question of confiscation of 
their property. The Comte de Paris, with his 
brother and uncle, served for some time upon 
Gen. McOlelian’s staff in the Army of the 
Potomac. While there they were on intimate 
terms with many officers of the army. Several 
ofthe most distinguished of the members of 
metat a dinner party in this city last week an 
the matter of . 
THE PROPOSED EXPULSION 
ofthe Princes came upin conversation. A 
proposition was made and accepted that a 
message be sent by cable to the 
Comte de Paris in the name of these 
fellow-officers, intimating that in case of 
the passage of the bill, he should seek an 
asylum in this country and assuring him of a 
warm welcome here. The message as pre- 
pared was as follows: 
To the Comte de Paris, Paris. 

Come tous. Old soldiers will welcome you 
and honor your services to our republic in its 
great crisis. There is no one more respected 
than —＋ and De Chartres by our veterans 
who know your services and their worth. A 
hearty welcome is yours here. 

— =p the ex-officers present was Gen. 
Daniel Butterfleid, a gallant soldier in the 
army of the Potomac, and who was then on 
intimate terms with the distinguished French- 
man. His name headed the list of those 
signed to the message. Yesterday areply was 
received by Gen. Butterfield, a translation of 
which is as fvilows: 

‘Your kind telegram received with grati- 
ee In these painful days, the hearty greet- 
ing Of old comrades, coming from your great 
republic, is consolation and encouragement. 
Unfortunately, at present, Ameriva is too far, 
but a visit to your once distracted and now 
prosperous country would fulfil my best 
wishes. Paris.’’ 

The service of the Comte de Paris on the staff 
of Gen. McClellan was one of the most inter- 
esting incidents of the war. In the year 1881, 
the Comte, then only 23 years old, accompan- 
ied by his brother the Duc de Chartres, and 
their uncie, the Prince de Joinville, came to 
the United States. The party was very cor- 
dially welcomed, their reception in Washing- 
ton being particularly hearty. The de- 
sire of the Princes to enter the 
Union service was put in practical 
effect by the proposal of Gen. McClelian that
